mailed to the voter must be received by the Board of Elections not later than seven days

before the Election. If the applicant or his agent delivers the application to the Board of
Elections in person, such application must be received not later than the day before the
election. All absentee ballot envelopes that are mailed back to the Board of Elections must

be postmarked no later the day before the election.

*During this time period any contribution or loan which exceeds
